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Eyes On The Heavens 


Thousands of people in Lincoln and in other 
Nebraska communities g av e the heav ens more 
than passing attention Monday nig ht. 
There was a strang e, unreal q uality to the 
darkness which spread itself ov er a consider­ 
able portion of the state as the result of clouds 
which broug ht from the weather bureau tor­ 
nado alerts. Ov er v arious sections of Nebraska 
funnels were observ ed, and some property 
- damag e took place at isolated points althoug h 
miraculously the people of the state escaped 
casualties. The cloud bank was ug ly and g av e 
ev ery appearance of being in the nastiest of 
nasty moods. 
Two or three readers called to ex press their 
appreciation during this tornado season for the 
warning s 
that 
hav e 
been 
prov ided by the 
weather bureau. One woman in particular was 
ex ceeding ly g enerous in her praise. But in Lin­ 
coln and in localities close to the Nebraska 
capital, the inky clouds and the g eneral ap­ 


pearance of the skies led many to believ e that 
they were confronted with the real McCoy in 
the form of a destructiv e windstorm. 
The time may n(^ be far distant when these 
inland communities will pick up the storms at 
sea, or storms miles from the American main­ 
land, follow them mile by mile as they approach 
the American coast, then hours in adv ance pro­ 
v ide such accurate information that much of 
old Mother Nature’s wrath will be remov ed. 
No small factor in adding to the difficulty 
of forecast g rows out of Russia’s unwilling ness 
fi» * Uncle Sam to maintain weather observ ation 
points in eastern Siberia. That may not be 
the source of our storms, summer and winter, 
which sweep this western country , but at least 
it appeared that a matter of slig htly more 
than 10 y ears ag o would witness a completion 
of neg otiations Jaetween Russia and 
United 
States which would improv e the weather serv ­ 
ice. 
Not Necessarily Wise 


Currently the U. S. Information Ag ency is fair 
g ame for any cme who nev er liked it any way or 
who is ready to take an eccmomy wherev er it 


ca n be found. 
The ag ency is a present g eneration descendant 
of the World War II Office of War Informaticm 
ccmtinued for the specialized purpose of pub­ 
licizing America and American principles in 
other parts of the world. 
The ag ency walks 
along a path parallel to American g eopolitics 
and serv es its function in the cold war as an 
adv ocate of the American cause, fostering the 
idea of freedom in Red captiv e countries and 
attempting to win friends among those* who still 
hav e the power of decisicMi. 
The g reatest adv ocate of its abolishment of 
course would be Russia which would find it 
much easier to sell its bill of g oods to all pros­ 
pects if it did not hav e a competitor. We imag ine 
Moscow is pleased enoug h to learn that the 


House slashed the administration’s $140 millioa 
budg et req uest to $135 millicm while the Senate 
cut deeper to $90,200,000. 
There could be merit in posing austerity to the 
USIA but merit only if it would result in in­ 
creased effectiv eness. There is no demonstrable 
merit in crippling an essential serv ice just be­ 
cause it lacks defenders and because it is mo­ 
mentarily ex pedient to slash budg ets. 
In this g lobal controv ersy there are more in­ 
struments of defense and ag g ression than arm a­ 
ment, which is a last resort ex pedient. The lat­ 
ter must be had, but a prudent country will 
leav e no stones unturned to win its case by 
other methods. The dang er in eliminating such 
dev ices as foreig n aid and ov erseas informa­ 
tion is that it reduces the nation to but one prin­ 
cipal resort—force, which is the thing we least 
want. 
It isn’t g ood strateg y to confine oneself 
to lone weapon while g ranting to the adv er­ 
sary an unlimited selection.

If Ly le C. Wilson, an ace political writer for 
the United Press, knows his onions when it 
comes to Washing ton — and we’re inclined to 
think that he does-4hen what is known as Big 
Business in America q ualifies for an Oscar for 
ing ratitude. “ There’s a Tommy Manv ilie touch 
to President Eisenhower’s second-term honey ­ 
moon with Big Business,” Wilson writes. “ Per­ 
haps it nev er really was true lov e.” 


True Lov e Comes 
Hard 


Wilson came closer to the truth in that second 
sentence. 
Big Business, so g lamorous in a 
nation where big ness is ex tolled, would hav e a 
hard time weekday s in succumbing to true lov e. 
Wilson g oes on to recall that in 1952 the business 
big -shots were afraid to take a chance on the 
late Sen. Bob Taft, and be­ 
cause 
it y earned for 
a 
friend in the White House 
after long y ears of the late 
F.D.R. and Harry S. Tru­ 
man they put their chi{» on Ike. “ Now many 
of the President’s former supporters believ e he 
has stabbed them in the back with big spending 
and hig h ta^ policies . . . Mr. Eisenhower is g et­ 
ting ail the discredit for the proposed budg et for 
fiscal 1958 . 
It isn’t fair, but it is a political 
fact with which the administration must reckon. 
The sy mptoms of business disenchantment with 
President Eisenhower were ev ident recently at a 
meeting of the Commerce Department’s Busi­ 
ness Adv isory Council . . . The United States 
Chamber of Commerce which lov ed Mr. Eisen­ 
hower in 1952, in 1956 doesn’t lov e him any more. 
The chamber tag g ed the President the other day 
as the big g est tax collector of all time, so far.” 


g ress on the idea of financing a transmission 
line from Fort Randall to Grand Island. 


Nev ertheless, it is deeply g rateful to the Amer­ 
ican Public Power Association for its timely as­ 
sistance. Spokesmen for the association are re­ 
ported to hav e told a House appropriations sub­ 
committee that the line is “imperativ e.” 


This is the third effort by Nebraska to win sup­ 
port for the $9 millicMi undertaking which would 
tap the Missouri Basin power sources with a 
230 kilov olt line. 
The two earlier efforts were 
defeated. Org anized opposition to the v enture, 
plus an unfav orable climate in Washing ton for 
public power, plus a temper in Cong ress ag ainst 
all kinds of spending are not fav orable circum­ 
stances surrounding this third try . 


There is no long er much arg ument as to the 
practicability of the line nor as to Nebraska’s 
rig ht to a g reater share of basin power. 
Nor 
upon ex amination is there much of a case for 
economy throug h refusing to adv ance the ccmi- 
struction money . It is not a g rant. Such lines 
represent a recov erable inv estment. 
In some 
50 y ears Nebraska would pay for the line with 
interest. 
It is not g ood to frustrate the dev elopment 
of any reg ion by the application of shortsig hted 
economy . The Grand Island line would tap basin 
power especially in the summer time for the 
ex pansion of central Nebraska irrig ation. 
It 
would prov ide the basin with a power market at 
a period of y ear when the basin can most use 
it. 
Additional power carries the promise of 
g reater annual income for Nebraska. That spells 
g reater tax income for the federal g ov ernment. 
Added up any way one wants it the line is a 
piece of all-around g ood business and that is 
something no economy knife should ev er slash. 


Back Again 


Well, there’s g ratitude for y ou. Big Business 
will hav e to g o a long way before it discov ers 
• more fav orable climate than it has enjoy ed 
in Washing ton under Ike. True, the President 
had to v eto the biif which passed Cong ress to 
eliminate reg ulation of the natural g as produc­ 
ers. But Hie banks, 
the 
utilities, and other 
g roups hav e had a field day for the last four 
y ears with the President talking the lang uag e 
o f Big Business when it came to priv ate en­ 
terprise. There hav e been precious few thing s 
reputedly dear to the heart of Big Business de­ 
nied it. 
But along came the day when Big 
Business wanted Ike to reduce the budg et and 
to prov ide a tax eut (presumably with the bulk 
o f that tax cut inuring to the benefit of Big 
Business). And because world circumstances, in 
Mr. Eisenhower’s opinitm, particularly the cost 
o f defense, made it impossible, then Big Busi­ 
ness Is throug h with Ike if, as Wilson sug g ests.

We hav e tax write-offs 
tg g reg aiing $30 billion, some of them v ital to 
the defense prog ram, but others open to q ues­ 
tion. And while all this has been g oing on, we 
hav e been q uestioning the farm prog ram, charg ­ 
ing it to be in the nature of subsidy to the 
farmer. 
We hav e been harassing TVA while 
-prov iding tax write-offs to priv ate utilities to 
the tune of $5 billion, infinitely more than the 
entire inv estment in TVA and other public power 


The recent attack on the Supreme Court by 
three cong ressmen has only one redeeming 
feature. It prov ided a div ersion from workaday 
subjects. 
Reps. Patman (Tex .), Mason (111.), and Blitch, 
(Ga.), hav e called on their colleag ues to es­ 
tablish some form of control ov er the court 
so “ that personal rig hts g uaranteed by the 
Constitution cannot be usurped.”

This was the q uestion raised by 
those arg uing that economies could 
be effected by cutting out Euro­ 
pean prog rams and concentrating 


on winning ov er neutral and doubt­ 
ful peoples in Asia. 
Yet it is in Western Europe that 
the Communists are concentrating 
much of their propag anda driv e in 
the effort to weaken further the 
North Atlantic Alliance.

Action Delayed 
On Teachers' 
Retirement Bill

T h e 
Legislature’s Education 
Committee Tuesday held a bi l l 
which would provide $36 0 a y ear 
for teachers who retired prior to 
the creation of the present teacher 
retirement sy stem. 
With only five of its seven mem­ 
bers present, the committee was 
unable to get more than three 
votes to advance the bill to the 
floor and. held it pending return 
of the other members. 
LB 6 08, introduced by the Bank ­ 
ing, 
Commerce 
and 
Insurance 
Committee at the req uest of Sen. 
John Adams of Omaha, is the 
second measure 
introduced 
session to provide pay ment 
previously retired teachers. 
‘Double Pay ment’ 
A similar bill, 
introduced 
Adams, had been k illed on the 
floor on the grouiKis that it was 
unconstitutional because it would 
have provided for “double pay ­ 
ment f<w services rendered.” 
Under the new measure, teach­ 
ers wiih 25 y ears of service would 
be eligible to 
become reserve 
teachers and, as such, could, act 
as temporary teachers in the public 
schools in the districts in which 
they live. They also would be 
able to consult and advise the au­ 
thorities of such school districts. 
For these 
services a teacher 
would receive an annual salary of 
$36 0, pay able in 12 eq ual monthly 
installments, minus any amount 
paid from any other state retire­ 
ment program. 
The program would be under the 
control of the state ed.ucation com­ 
missioner, rather than the head of 
the retirement sy stem.
